Support Services, and Therapy.

Services designed to encourage and facilitate individual motivation and
focus upon realistic and attainable vocational goals. To the extent
possible, the intent is to maximize individual client involvement in skill
seeking and skill enhancement, with an ultimate goal of self-support.

Services designed to provide activities for persons who require
structured support and the opportunity to develop the skills necessary to
move toward more independent functioning.

Organized therapeutic activities which augment and are integrated into
an existing skilled nursing facility.

The other four types of records reported to the CSI system are the
Client Record, the Key Change Record, the Periodic Record, and the
Service Record.

County/City/Mental An entity which enters into an agreement with DMH to provide public
Health Plan mental health services. The mental health plan may be a county, counties
acting jointly, or another governmental or non-governmental entity.

CSI The Client and Service Information system replaces the Client Data
(Client and Service System (CDS) and the Institute for Mental Disease (IMD) reporting. All
Information) persons served in treatment programs must be reported to the CSI system.

This includes both Medi-Cal and non-Medi-Cal clients, and persons served
by the private practitioners that were formerly in the Fee-For-Service
(FES) system. The CSI system contains the information to meet state and
federal reporting requirements for client based information regarding
persons served by county/city/mental health plans.

DHS As the single state agency for Medicaid in California, DHS is responsible
(Department of Health to the Health Care Financing Administration (HCFA) for the oversight of
Services) all Medi-Cal activities.

A list of five core and seven confirmatory data elements are recommended
by the Department of Health Services (DHS) and the Office of Statewide
Health Planning and Development to be used for linking records across
state agencies. This list grew out of work conducted by the California
Health Information for Policy Project funded by the Robert Wood Johnson
Foundation.

The five core data elements are Birth Name, Birth Date, Birth Place,
Mother’s First Name, and Gender. All core data elements are incorporated
into the CSI system.

The three confirmatory data elements incorporated into the CSI system are
Social Security Number, Other Client Number, and Current Name. Other
Client Number became data elements County Client Number (CCN) and
Medi-Cal Number on the CSI system. The four confirmatory data
elements that were considered but rejected for incorporation into the CSI
system are Father’s Name, Mother’s Maiden Last Name, Client’s County
of Residence, and Zip Code of Client’s Residence.

DMH is the state agency providing leadership to the mental health system
of California. This is accomplished through, among other things, planning
to ensure the implementation of the State’s mission and goals for mental
health services and ensuring that the design and delivery of mental health
services are consumer focused, culturally competent, and promote family
involvement. Some of DMH’s responsibilities are to: 1) facilitate the
joint state/county decision making process, including participation of the
local advisory boards, the California Mental Health Directors Association
and work as partners with the California Mental Health Planning Council;
2) secure and ensure the continuation of federal funds; and 3) oversee

the delivery of mental health services in California.

Diagnostic and statistical classification system produced by and available
from the American Psychiatric Association, Washington, D.C.

California’s Medicaid program that provides reimbursement on a
per procedure basis for a broad array of health and limited mental
health services provided to persons who are eligible for Medi-Cal.

Non-Short-Doyle/Medi-Cal (SD/MC) hospitals. The hospitals directly
bill through the Electronic Data System (EDS) for services provided

to Medi-Cal beneficiaries in a psychiatric unit. The counties approve

the service through the Treatment Authorization Request (TAR) process.
These services are not currently reported to the CSI system, but reporting
will be required when Medi-Cal funding changes from a claiming system
to a capitation, allocation, or block grant funding system.

The specialty mental health services (also called Phase II Consolidation)
which were reimbursed in the FFS/MC program are the professional
services provided by individual or group practice psychiatrists;
psychologists; Licensed Clinical Social Workers (LCSW’s); Marriage,
Family, and Child Counselors (MFCC’s); and Registered Nurses (RN’s);
as well as the Mixed Specialty group practices. Clients must meet specific
diagnostic criteria. In SD/MC, the specialty mental health services
include: 1) psychiatric inpatient hospital services; 2) rehabilitative
services, which include a full range of non-hospital services; and

3) case management.

This allows ease of identifying the county name and reporting
the two-digit county code associated with the place a client was born in California.

COMMENTS:

If an identical or nearly identical place name occurs in more than one county, it would be necessary to
ask the client additional questions to determine in which county he or she was born.

Example 1: The place name Alder Springs is found in both Fresno and Glenn Counties. Ask
the client whether he or she was born in Northern California (for Glenn County)
or in the San Joaquin Valley (for Fresno County).

Example 2: The place name Agua Caliente is found in Sonoma County while Agua Caliente
Springs is found in San Diego County. Ask the client if he or she was born in
the San Francisco Bay Area (for Sonoma County) or in Southern California (for
San Diego County).
